Yoicoir.\MA, Sept. 28.— The British 
fieet now assembled at Hakodate, Japan, 
for the annual manoeuvres is the most 
powerful ever brouglit together under 
that flag in Eastern waters. Heading 
the list is the first class battleship Cen- 
turion, bearing the pennant of Vice-Ad- 
miral Sir Alexander Buller, K.O.B., 
commander-in-chief. Then come in or- 
der of force the Grafton, Immortalite, 
Pique, Narcissus, Porpoise, Daphne, 
Swift, Eedpole, Plover, Archer and the 
torpedo catcher Handy.

THE SEALING SGHEUE. 

London Press Agreed That the United States 
Has Sinister Designs. 

London, Sept. 28.— The Daily Chroni- 
cle says : " The general relations between 
the United States and i^reat Britain need 

not bo alfected in the least whether the 
British governineut agrees to the confer- 
ence or not. The conference would bind 
nobody and could have no mandatory 
effect. No situation will arise if we re- 
fuse tbe invitation." 

Tile llSrning Post says: "It is the 
clear object of the party in congress of 
which Mr. Dingley is spokesman not to 
pursue a diBpassionate inquiry into tlie 
natural history of the seal, but to secure 
a verdict against tlie occupation of Can- 
adian lighermen outside the /.one of the 
Priby lofl'islands. The sealing controversy 
is pursued because it supjiliesacoiitinual 
opportunity of snarling at Great Britain 
and enublue them to worry a certitin 
number of their Canadian neighbors. 
Illustrations of this kind will gradually 
teach our people that the beet rule in 
dealing with American demands, is to 
refuse them bluntly without circumlo- 
cution. They don't originate in legiti- 
mate grievances, but in tbe passionate 
desire of the nation to injure and humil- 
iate us." 

The Times this morning says : "The 
insistance of tbe American government 
upon either an international conference 
or the admission of representatives oi 
Russia and .Japan at the meeting of ex- 
perts, can only tend to delay an agree- 
ment on the basis of ascertained facts, 
and to render it improbable that new 
regiihiticjiiB will bo ruady to be enforced 
in the auinmer of 1.S1I8. It is 
obvious that a conference between 
the United .-states; Russia and 
.Japan governments witliout I'^ng- 
hmd could not in the sinalleat degree 
affect the binding character oi the Paris 
award. A revisicni ol the award should 
be determined by the common agree- 
ment o( the governments of the United 
Stales and (jreat Britain. No other 
power have any right to a controiliui; 
voice therein. It may be added that as 
the American claim was founded origin- 
ally on the contention that tlio United 
.States is the Bucceasor in title to all tlie 
rights of Russia in Behriiig sen, it eeenia 
a strange jiroceeding to contend that 
Riiesian interests in that (iiiiirter justify 
a demand for the sepiiralo repret-entii- 
tion of it jiower not implicated in the 
award. 

" When (ireat Britain has settled 
with the Uiiitetl .States whether the 
regulations are to be revisetl, and in 
what way, there will be nolliiny; to pre- 
vent the governments from negotiating 
their exteneiona tothe western coasts of 
the Pacific ocean, where the aealing 
grounds are under tlie authority oi Bus- 
■ia and Japan." 

WILL STAQGEE THE TRANSVAAL. 

Immense Indemnity for Misdeeds Demanded 
by the British Chartered Company. 

London, Sept. 28, — A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Capetown says it is 
rumored in Jobanneaburg that the British 
South Africa Company has demanded 
£37,000,000 indemnity from the govern- 
ment of the Transvaal for inciting the 
natives of Matabeland to revolt against 
the company and supplying them with 
rifles. 



AN ALLEGED LYNCHING. 

A Dawson City Story Appearing From an 
Unlikely Quarter. 

Ter.vmah, Nob., Sept. 27.— Vigilantes 
lynched Eugene Cummings at Dawson 
City last spring. Fred. Gummiugs, the 
dead man's brother, says the case was 
clear murder< He la hastening to Wash- 
ington, D.C., in the hope of securing an 
investigation, and if not the punishment 
of the lynchers, an least his brother's 
exoneration of the offence for which he 
suH'ered. T. E. Boyd, who brings the 
story here, met Fred. Oummines on 
Puget Sound not long at[o. The latter 
had just arrived from Alaska, As both 
were going East, they travelled part of 
the distance together. On the road 
Cummings told his companion some- 
thing of the errand on which he left 
Alaska. 

He asserts that his brother's death 
was due to a dispute with a miner named 
Baynter. The two ijuiirreled over some 
tritlintr matter. Soon after Baynter ac- 
cused Curaniinga of robbing him of sev- 
eral-articles of wearing apparel and a 
(juantity of food. At his recjueat a vigil- 
ance committee ransacked the Cum- 
mings cabin, found the articles, and 
hanged ICugene to the nearest tree. 
Tbe alleged thief protested to the last 
that he did not take the poods, did not 
even know that they were in his cabin, 
and that Eaynter must have concealed 
them himself. Baynter was instru- 
mental in saving Fred Cummings, with 
whom he had no qtaarrel, from the 
same fate as his brother. Fred was not 
grateful for the favor. He vowed ven- 
geance upon his brother's slayers, and 
Baynter first of all. Finding, he says, 
that he had nothing to hope from the 
local authorities, he is on his way to 
Washington, where he will urge the 
state department to uae its offices with 
the Canadian government to investigate 
the matter.

TO CLEAN CHICAGO. 

The Huge Task 'Which a Resolute Woman 
Has Undertaken. 

Chicago, Sept. 28. — Mayor Harrison 
has entrusted the promised revolution in 
down-town street cleaning to the manage 
ment of a ■kvoman. Mrs. A. E. Paul has 
been given the task of redeeming 
Chicago's main thoroughfares, and when 
she marshalled a troop of twenty-five 
men in military order, with brooms on 
their shoulders, down Washington street 
to-day sharp at 8 o'clock, the work of 
keeiiing down-town streets and crossings 
free from refuse was begun. Henceforth 
citizens will see discipline in the street 
cleaning force. Mayor Harrison is de- 
termined to have clean streets and 
sanitary conditions in the alleys. Mrs. 
Paul will have complete charge of all 
the street cleaning and garbage forces in 
the business districts. 



SUNK IN BUFFALO HARBOK. 

Government Inspector's Craft Struck by an 
Excursion Steamer. 

Bfi K \ i.o, Sept. -S. — The atoain yacht 
Glance, cliartered by the Engineer corps 
of tbe United States army as an inspect- 
or's vessel for the breakwater construc- 
tion, was sunk in Bulfalo harbor l)y the 
excursion steamer Gazelle a little after 
noon to-day. The engineer of the boat, 
(ius. Grillard, was drowned. Major 
Symona, United Slates Engineer, and 
Captain George Moon, jr., had a narrow 
escape from drowning, being saved by 
tlie life-saving crew; and Assistant 
United States Engineer J. C. tiuintas 
saved himseh' liy leaping from the stern 
of the wrecked yacht to the gards of the 
Gazelle. 



BOCKS FUR U. S. NAVY, 

Six Million Dollars Expenditure Urgently 
Needed on Atlantic Coast. 

W.\sniNGT0N, Sept. 28. — The special 

board appointed by navy department to 
consider the needs of the navy in the 
matter of new dry docks, finds Ave new 
docks are urgently necessary. The total 
cost of these docks is estimated at $5,- 
775,000. Four of these docks, the board 
says, ohoukl be of concrete, namely, at 
Boston 500 feet long, cost $1,300,000, at 
New York, cost .$1,2000,000, at Norfolk, 
cost $1,1000,000, at Mare Island, coat$l,- 
100,000; each of these docks to be com- 
plete in two years. At Algiers, New Or- 
leans, it is proposed to place a steel 
floating dock. This would cost $760,000 
aud could be completed in ten months.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier left for Montreal 
to-day. He is to visit Halifax accom- 
panied by Mr. Fisher. 

Prof. Saunders is back from the Coast. 
He thinks that the visit of the members 
of the British Association will be of 
great benefit to Canada. 

Commencing with October, the Militia 
List will be issued quarterly hereafter. 

Gen. Montgomery Moore was in the 
city on his way to Halifax from visiting 
the fortiOcations at Esquimalt. 

General Gascoigne has returned from 
England. 

The 40,000 stand of Lee-Enfield rifles 
and 12,000,000 rounds of ammunition 
therefor have been received from the 
Imperial government. Originally 10,- 
000,000 rounds were ordered, but as the 
(iuebec cartridge factory is now turning 
out ammunition at the rate of 1,500,000 
rounds yearly, it was thought better to 
purchase two batteries of field artillery 
instead. These latter guns have not yet 
been received, but the six originally 
ordered have been delivered and issued 
to the A and B batteries, and the Toron to» 
Ottawa, Montreal and Hamilton batter- 
ies. The new guns will possibly go to 
Newcastle and Sydney. Each battery 
consists of six twelve pounders. 

MR. SIFTON'S PLANS. 

He Wj)old Preserve the Trade of Yukon 
District for Canadians. 

WiNNii'EO, Sept. 28. — Interviewed last 
night, Hon, Mr. Sifton said he would go 
as far as Dyea with the Klondyke p.'arty 
to get definite information as to the 
state of the passes and the different 
routes leading to the Yukon district, 
also to make further arrangements in 
the matter of administration and to as- 
certain what further steps are necessary 
to preserve the trade of the district to 
the Canadian people. Returning, Mr. 
.Sifton will visit a number of Western, 
points on (iepartnieiital buainess. 

A most enthusiastic send-oll' was given- 
Mr. Sifton, Major Walsli, F. C. Wade, 
A. J. Magiirn and other members of 
the Yukon paaty this afternoon on their 
departure for Vancouver. Men of all 
shades of politics were there to give the 
parting cheers. The Major ia taking to 
the Yukon in charge of his brother 
I'hilip Walflb, six expert Indian dog 
ilrivera from Fort William. The party 
includes Ambrose Cyrett, who dis- 
covered the Silver lalet mine. 



A DETERMINED SUICIDE. 

Jumped Two Stories Without Hurt So 
Tried From the Third. 

Montreal, Sept. 28. — Michael Adrie 
jumped out of a second-story window on 
St. Paul street, people picked him up, 
and in answer to queries he said he was 
not hurt. Then he re-entered the build- 
ing, and before the crowd had tlispersed 
he came down a seconil time from the 
third story. He was picked up fearfully 
mangled and died shortly afterwards. 
The father of deceased was killed in a 
landslide at Quebec som^ time ago, and 
three weeks ago his son received $500 
compensation. Since then he has been 
riiiking heavily. 



PENiNY-WISE GOVERNMENT. 

Will the Halifax Steamship Service Be 
Killed by the New Economy. 

MoNi-uK.ii., Sept. 2S. — Sir Wni. Van

THE CZAR'S KAKKOW ESCAPE. 

Plot Against Him at Warsaw Fntstrated by 
Accident. 

W.\RSAw, Sept. 28.— Though an oiricial 
debate will be forthcoming it has leaked 
out from uuofiicial circles in such a 
manner as leaves no room for doubt that 
there was a deliberate and determined 
plot against Emperor Nicholas at tlie 
time of his recent visit to this city. .Us 
success was only frustrated by accident. 

Several weeks before the Emperor's 
party, a number of persons supposed to 
belong to the German Socialist party 
undermined the principal street in War- 
saw between the governor f^ieneral's 
palace and the royal palace. Aa the 
tunnel, which had been undertaken from 
the cellar, approached eomptetion the 
conspiratora betstme apprehenaive of the 
collapsed condition , of the roadway and 
called in several Poliah maaona to build 
811 pports. The masons, whose suspicions 
wore aroused, notified the police, and lot) 
arrests followed.

'An American Tribute to the Success of Her 
Eventrul Reign. 

]>L-i FAi.o, Sept. 27. — "Resv, Dr. William 
Buniell Wriglit paid a glowing tribute 
to Qaeea Victoiia and her EucceEsful 
reign of sixty years over Great Britain 

at tlio Lafayette Presbyterian church 
List iiiglit. After deiiliiig at lenytb with 
the events leading to the acces.sion of tlie 
voting PrincesB to the tlirone Dr. Wright 
said: " Wtiat could come of piittinf,' at 
such a crisis a child upon tlio throne no 
man knew, but moat men thoiiyht they 
l;iiew iiud were afraid. What has come 
of it, all men known now. This child 
ia the only sovereign in Europe 
vrhose throne bos not been ahalsen, 
and I believe hera is the only huportant 
one that has not been emptied by vio- 
lence cltiring the last sixty years, Hera 
ia the only court where the law of purity 
ia the law of fiivor and requirenient of 
fiiBliion, Ik'ra is the one jialace into 
which every lionse in Christeiuloin may 
safely look to finil a nuulel fnniily. She 
nlouB :uiiong the moiiiirchs of tlie earth 
lias made the title " defender ot the 
faith" a fact and not a cynical liction. 
She is the nionurch who, more than any 
other since history hei^au — tmleps King 
Alfrfcd be the exception — has taught men 
to understanii tlio i-ecret power of 
-Christ's kingdom, by showing what it 
ia to rule, not by authority, but by 
influence. For she has been, not the 
tyrant, but the servant of ttio people. 
■ Queen Victoria inaelered lawlegenesBand 
violence, and by gentleness Las made 
her people great. There are lew niia- 
takes greater than to fancy that tiie 
Queen has been a flgurehoad in the gov 
ernment of fiogland, She faae exerted a 
greater inlluence than any of her minis- 
ters. She comiuiM'cd ttie spirit of law- 
leseiiega in her jieuplu by iir.it conquer- 
ing it ill herself. .She never stretched 
her prerogative. We know that the 
Gibraltar of JOnglish safety has been 
her Jieartbstone. It was cracked and 
crumbling when this wife and mother 
kindled upon it the tires of true love."

§G5,000 they transfer that amount of 
stock to ttie city. They are willing to 
take the bonus in lieu of the tax ex- 
emption and free water. They will de- 
posit $5,000 as a guarantee of &ood faith 
to be returned after the submission of 
the by-law to the people, less the es- 
penaes of auchsubmisaion. The smelter 
would be built on the south side of the 
inlet. Mr. Remington of Salt Lake City 
who asks for a l)onLi8 of $100,001) paid in 
the same way, for wiiicb lie offers very 
attractive iiiduuementa, is now on hia 
way here lo push hia claims. Mr. 
.Symonds says no matter what is tlio fate 
of t'lie by-law, big people will build a 
smelter in HritiE-b Col nmljia, but the by- 
law will make a dill'ereuce as to the 
location. 

The Fire JIountainMine Co. delivered 
this week a ton and a half of rock to a 
Vancouver citizen for the purpose of 
testing H recently patented amalgama- 
ting machine. After crushing less than 
10 per cent, of the value of the ore went 
into the tailings. The assayer took out 
an ounce of crushed rock from each 
bucketfall aa it went into the amalgama- 
tor, and this aample assayed .^82 in gold 
and $2 in silver. The inventor of the 
machine claims that it ia ahead of any- 
thing in the market. 

Should all the mines at present in 
course of development turn aa anticipa- 
ted by those linancially interested in 
them Vancouver would be a city ol mil- 
liouairea in live years. There ia no 
doubt d isapiiointmeut ia in store for 
many, but that there will bo many Van- 
couver citizens of humble means made 
rich is almost a foregone conclusion.

THE S-UASTIINO OF BRITAI!^. 



A report comes from St. Peteraburg to 
the eliect that the governments of Rus- 
eia, France, Germany, Italy and Turkey 
have arrived at the conclusion that the 
time baa come for Great Britain to get out 
of Egypt. We take very little Btock in 
the story. These nations are not at all 
likely to agree upon any plan of action, 
and even if they eliould Jo so, they 
v/ould find tliat suggested more difficult 
than they imagine. It is stated that 
the Empire ia to be divided up according 
to an agreement alleged to have been 
arrived at by the aforesaid governments. 

We are not at all anxious to see the 
experiment tried, but if it ever ia, and 
the Uritieh Empire must face all Europe 
in arms, tlie result will be something 
very dilTereut to what the enemies of 
liberty imagine. If Great Britain could 
be crushed, the republic in France would 
be quickly annihilated and all Continen- 
tal Europe would he plunged into an 
abyss of imperialism. But the time for 
such reaction ia not at hand, and long 
before the plans of the absolutists of 
Russia and Germany could succeed, the 
whole continent would be in an uproar. 
Germany is to-day only a slumbering 
volcauo. It baa been repeatedly said that 
o^ly ilie lifeof an old man stands between 
the AuBtro-Ilungarian empire and politi- 
<;al chaos. The Era peror Fninz-Joaef ie in 
hi3 Ooth^ear and sliows signs of increas- 
ing age. M. de Blowitz, the famous 
Paris correspondent of the London 
Times, is on record with a prediction 
that on the death of the Emperor his 
dominiona will lly asunder as if there 
were an explosion, .'-^iuna of this are 
everywhere manifest. The German ele- 
ment of the population ia avowedly hos- 
tile to the others, and Hungary ia ex- 
tremely restive under her partnership 
with Austria. Bassia is ripe for rebel- 
bellion under favorable conditions, and 
these are likely to occur if a great foreign 
war breaks out. Indeed, look in what- 
ever (iii'ection over continental lOurope 
we may, we tinj, except in .Switzer- 
land, Holland, Denmark, Sweden and 
Norway, discontent ripening for a ter- 
rible harvest. 

If the Continental powers should de- 
termine to attack Cire^t Critnin they 
would find tlieir agi:reanive capacity as 
against her very much leas than some 
people imagine. They would not be 
able, for example, to drive the British 
out of Egypt. They could not land 
troops there, while the British 
army of occupation could be rein- 
forced if necessary from India. It 
ia all very well to strini; flgurea on paper 
to represent the litrhting force of the Con- 
tinental ])owers, but it is to be remem- 
bered that all their armies are organized 
for campaigns in which their own coun- 
tries will bo a basis of supply. The ex- 
perience of France in Tonquin and Mad- 
djascar show how poorly equipped that 
that great military nation is to carry on 
operations beyond sens. Clerinans will 
fiebt for the Fatherland, but when it is 
proposed to send the youth of the coun- 
try into foreign lands to fight the bat- 
tles of tyranny, there will likely b<! an- 
other story to tell. Bueaia baa a vast 
army, but Turkey held itatbayfor a 
long time. Austria has never yet ac- 
complished or, indeed, attempted any- 
thing outsiJe of lOurope, and as for Italy, 
the day that a King of Italy calls on the 
people to fight Great Britain he will for- 
feit his crowji. 

Looking at the whole situation, we 
conclude that the new scheme to Biiiasb. 
the Empire is simply an exprosciun of 
the disgust which Russia feels at findinc 
that her plana in regard to Greece and 
Turkey have been blocked by Great Bri- 
tain. 



THE SURVEYOR- 

GENERAL'S OFFICE. 

In the Golden Era appears a charge 
against the Surveyor-General. One alle- 
gation is that it took nearly four years to 
get through the survey of a farm. This is 
true. In tlie case referred to the farm 
was surveyed, and the surveyor in- 
cluded in it a piece of land covered by 
another claim, contrary to the Land Act, 
and oDTered no expliiuation for so doing. 
Notice was at once given by the Sur- 
veyor-General that an explanation was 
required. After nearly four years the 
explanation came to band, and the 
proper order was at once made. It was 
the business of the grantee to expedite 
the explanation, if he was in a hurry. A 
second allegation is that the department 
does not furnish surveyors with cojiies 
of plans, but refers them to the nearest 
land office. This is not quite correct, 
but it waa the course taken iii the case 
referred to by tlio Golden Era, The 
Surveyor-General does not furnish copies 
of plans to the public on demand. The 
rule is to keep plans at the public ex 
penae for iniblic convenience; but if in 
dividuals want copies for their own con 
veuience, they must either make them 
themselves or pay someone else to do so. I 
This is the practice in all public laud | 
departments. Usually some one of the 
clerks in the office makes copies asked 
for, using his own time after office hours 
to do so, and making a small charge for 
his trouble. In some cases, like tliat 
mentioned by tlie Golden paper, appli- 
cants are referred to the moat convenient 
land office, where they can make their 
own copies, or have them made aa suits 
them best. 

The Golden ICra threatens that great 
changes will bo made in the Crown Land 
office when the new government comes 
in. We have only to say that if it ia 
contemplated to increase the stafT of that 
oiBce so that it may attend to the pri 
vate business ol the whole community, 
an additional reason is alTorded for keep- 
ing the opposition out. 



AN UNWISE "SENTINEL. 



When the Colonist undertook first to 
reproduce and answer every specilic 
charge made in the opposition ijresa 
against the government and when after- 
wards it declared its intention, in the 
absence of such specilic charges, to de- 
fend the record of the government, it 
did not engage to reply to everything 
the opposition press might see fit to 
print, in the absence of more interesting 
matter. Tliat would involve an amount 
of re-threshing of old straw, which would 
render the columns of this paper aa dull 
asthoaeof its contemporaries in <iuea- 
tion are. Some times an exceptional 
case arises, as for example an editorial 
in a recent ieeue of the Kamloops 
Sentinel, most appropriately headed, 
" Audacious Mendacity." We aliould 
not liavu cared to be so rude to apply 
tlieeo words to anything which our 
esteemed contemporary might say, but 
politeness must give way to truth some 
times, and so we frankly admit that tiie 
Sentinel has very well described its own 
article. 

Illustration No. 1 of this audacious 
mendacity ia the statement that the 
general policy of the government is "to 
squander the public funds and to alienate 
the public lands." If it will help the 
Sentinel out any we will admit that this 
haa been aaid very often, but fre(|»ent 
repetition, instead of making the state- 
ment true, only rondera the men- 
dacity more audacious. Tlie .Sen- 
tinel and its frienda might vocifer- 
ate until Doomsday that twice 
two are five, bat tbia would in no way 
impugn the accuracy of the multiplica- 
tion table. If the irovernriient'a jjolicy 
ia to Bijuander money, it ought not to be 
difficult to scare up one little " pquan- 
der";if the government's jjolicy is to 
alienate the public lands, it ought not 
be very diSicult to ahow in what way 
any proposed alienation haa worked or 
ia calculated to work injury to the jirov- 
ince. We aaaump that the jiolicy of 
every governmeat will be to alienate the 
public domain, for it ia of no good to 
anyone unless it ia alienated. There 
will always be a question whether or 
not any proposed system of alienation is 
judicious, and tbia ia a patter to be 
demonatrated in each case. So far as 
we have been able to follow the opposi- 
tion criticisms, the critics have not 
thought it worth while to go into par- 
ticulars. 

Illustration No. 2 ia the statement, 
put interrogatively, that the Attorney- 
General is responsible for faulty legisla- 
ture, needless litigation and heavy ex- 
pense. If this is true there must some- 
where bo some proof of it. Wo have re- 
peatedly aaketl for the instances which 
the opposition have in mind when mak- 
ing this general statement. The answer 
has been to cite the case ol the Victoria 
I^umber Company and that ol the Kok- 
silah Quarry Company. We b«ve 
showed by incontrovertible evidence 
that in the first case tlie province saved 
a large amount of money and that the 
second caee ia yet before the conrtH, iiml 
we feel no hesitation in saying that the 
decision ol the Privy Council will in all 
probability be favorable to the province. 

Illustration No. ,3 ia the statement, 
also put interrogatively, to the eli'ect 
that the administration of the educa- 
tional department has not commended 
itself to anyone outside of Victoria. Our 
reply tu this is that session after session 
of the legislature has passed and the ad- 
ministration ol the educational depart- 



ment haa yet to be unfavorably critic- 
ized. We do not say that from time to 
time instances of local diasatisfacticn 
have not occurred, but we do say that 
in every case a bona fide effort has been 
made, and in nearly every instance suc- 
cessfully made, to meet the wishes of the 
people. Tho case of Rossland ia the 
most recent in point, where a matter 
that caused very considerable haaty crit- 
icism, has been arranged in a manner 
that has called forth warm expressions of 
satisfaction. 

Illustration No. 4 is the statement 
that well-grounded complaints have 
been made against the lands and works 
department. We say that this is an il- 
lustration of mendacity, because it im- 
plies that complaints have been made 
against that department and that the 
department has not been shown to have 
had good reason for its action in tho 
premises. We do not deny that com- 
plaints have been made against this de- 
jjartment. Tho people in one locality 
complain because a bridire has not 
been built ; in another because a road 
has not been built; in another it is the 
lack of a public building that is the 
cause of complaint. These things al-

By a well grounded 
complaint against a public department 
we understand one that implies neglect, 
carelessness or actual wrong-doing, and 
we say that no instances of this kind 
have been brought to light either in the 
legislature or out of it ; and in saying 
this we do not overlook the much talked 
of Hackles caec, in which a committee 
of the legislature found there was 
nothing wrong.

These criti 
cisms have been answered categorically 
and with minute detail.

In the cases referred to by the Senti- 
nel we think the Attorney-General exer- 
cised a sound discretion.

Water ;Power and Electric Transmission 
Plant to Be Introduced by the Tram- 
way Company. 



Mr. K. .S. Barnard, raaiiauing fdirector 
of tlie Rritinh Coluiiiliia Klectric Kail 
way Co., Ltd., has on behalf of his com 
pany just closed a contract with the lOe 
quiiiuilt Water Works Co. which will 
shortly result in the introduction of a 
cheap motive power into this city, 

A power bouse with Peiton water- 
wheels and generators will be erected at 
Goldstream, at which point the water- 
works conipniiy will furniafa the electric 
railway company with a sufficient quan- 
tity of water under an effective working 
head to develop electric power. The 
power will be transmitted a distance of 
twelve miles to the eub-station of the 
company in Victoria iind there stepped 
down and anplied to the various pur- 
poses for which it is retjuired. 

It is now probable that the double 
tracking of Government street may be 
deferred until after the new transmis- 
sion plant is in operation, acme time 
next aeaaon.

Mr, Dwyer agreed that the board had 
nothing to conceal, but the letter asked 
for Bometbing that did not extat. 

Mr. Ilelmcken did not think it proper 
that Jlr. Chudley , who by virtue of hia 
office of director had access to all the 
documents of the board, should use that 
otlice in hostility to the ho8pil;il. The 
sooner Mr. Chudley stepped down and 
out the better for the etliciency of the 
board. As to Messrs. Crease <fc Crease's 
letter he did not know that the board 
should put its docunieiita at the disposal 
of Mr. Chudley and hia Bolicilora. 

Mr. J. S. Yates remarked that appar- 
ently the lecter aaked for was that dated 
Sept. 15, which had already been pub- 
lislied in the Colon'ist. 

Mr. Byrnes thousiht Mr. Helmcken's 
remark that Mr. Chudley was actuated 
by hostility to the hospital was uncalled 
for. Mr. Chudl(?y ahijuld be allowed to 
have hia solicitors exaiiiine any docu- 
meutti ill conne(;lion with the chiirges 
that lay at Mr. Cluidley's door. Ho be- 
lievtnl'in giving' Mr. Chudley every 
chance of fair idav. 

Mr. Vates : •' He had a chance butdid 
not take it."

The letter wanted 
ivaa that addressed to Jlr. Ilelmcken on 
September 15. The date given by 
Messrs. Crease was an apparent error.

Mr. Chudley replied somewhat hotly 
that he waa not going to be bullied, nor 
to see hair-eplitting. He waa not going 
to step out till he had his rights.

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1 GREAT POLICE HAUL 



George Van Horst aud Robert Dodds 
;AVre8teil for Three Beceut 
Bobberies. 



All tUe Property Recovered Aggre- 
gating Over a Thousaad 
Dollars In 'Value. 



Detectives Perdue and Palmer of the 
city police force, in conjunction with 
Sergt. Langley el tlie provincial police, 
made one of tiie biggest hauls last night 
that has happened In this city for a long 
while back. By the capture of two 
young burglars the officers recovered the 
]5roceeda of no leaa than three robberies, 
amounting to considerably over a 
thousand dollars. While the plun- 
der was being ticlced ofT at the 
city police stiition last ntj^ht the 
counter was like the show case of a 
small jewelry store, with rings, watches, 
gold clKiiiia mid trinkets j;alore, iucluil- 
ir.ijtwo iiiii);iii(ii:unt soliciiire diamond 
riiiRB valued at ^500 tlie pair. 

Sately under lock and key are two 
hula, Kobert Dodds and George Van 
Horat, the oldtir of the two not more 
tlian 20 yeara old, chaiged with lobldtig 
the houses of B. H. Seabrook, Geort^e 
Parsons and M. K. W. ISehnsen, 

The storj' of tho crime goes back to 
Labor I^ay, September G, wlien Jlr. 
Bohuaen'a house at .Spring Riilge waa 
broken open during the afternoon while 
the family were away and diamonds and 
jewelry to the value of if 1,000 carried oil'. 
The thieves had effected an entry by 
cutting out the glass of a window 12 
inchea by 14. inches in the cellar. Once 
iaside the door at the bead of the uel- 
lar stairs' was opetved by cutting 
out a panel. When tho family 
returned i\Ii8s Beliuseu'a room was 
found ransacked and the jewelry gone. 
It made up quite a tonuidable list, in- 
cluding a silver box, two diiinaond riiiKs, 
a pair of gold bracelets, a heavy gold 
locket and chain, earrings, a gold ring 
set witli garnets, and a pair of earrings 
to match, a baby ring, a gold pin, a 
brooch, two pairs earrings, two plain 
aold riuga, gold ring set with turquoise 
two i»old rings set with garnets, a gold 
pencil, gold brooch set witli diamond, 
guld pin, scarf i)in with garnet anddia 
Liionil, <;love buttons, gold watch chain 
with slides, gold emblem, Maeoniceharm, 
gold shirt studs, gold and pearl stud, 
Bcarf pin with stone, diamond shirt stud, 
gold mS buttons, ailver coins, aud 
several other articles. 

Ever since the robbery, Detectives 
Perdue and Palmer have been working 
industriously on tbe case, hut the next 
thing they heard was on Sunday night, 
wheu Mr. B. K. Seabrook's houee, on 
the Gorge road, was broken into aud a 
pair of gold -mounted opera glasses 
sto'en. This job was almost similar to 
tbat at the Belinseu house. The 
rubbery was committed in the afternoon 
uliilu the family were out, a window 
paiio had been cut out and then a panel 
o! a door removed, wliile two other 
doors inside were broken open. There 
suits to the thieves in the shape of plun- 
der were, however, very much less satis 
factory than the liehnsen robbery. 

Sunday seemed a favorite day for the 
thievCB to do their little jobs of" burglar- 
izing," for on Sunday Provincial Coa- 
fitable Ego reported that George Parsons 
house at South Saauich had been broken 
into and three gold watches, two silver 
riiii;a and a silver cbain had dis- 
appeared as the result. Sergeant l^ang- 
k-y woat out to investigate and found 
that in the afternoon while the family 
wera away, just as in the other two 
robberies, the thieves had got in their 
work. Tiiey had raised a window with 
a shovel, got into the house and secured 
the jewelry by breaking open a trunk. 
Not content with this the thieves had 
entered tlie school house close by, 
broken open the teacher's desk and 
stolen a few little articles from there. 
Evidently the thieves had not pleasant 
memories of their own school days, for 
ihey tore op s lot of theohildrea'a books, 
and besides wrote on the walla vulgar 
words. Sergt. Langley found out that 
«. couple of young men on bicycles had 
been along the road on the day the theft 
was committed, and learned that the 
name of one uas K'jbert IJodds. 

He gave this information to Detectives 
Ptjrdue and Palmer and worked with 
llieni, the two city detectives shadowing 
VDiiug IJ.)dd?, who lives with his luother 
a' Spring' Fxidtje. Dodds, who ig a hul 
of was fuiuid tn be a frequent com- 
panion of George Van liorst who, while 
only 20 yeara of age, is already an old 
jail bird, having f^pent several terms in 
jail, besides putting in his time at the 
reformatory. Last night the two were 
observed together, and when they had 
separated, Dodds aa being the less bur- 
dened, was followed aad arrested ou 
Chambers street. On hia way to the 
station he squealed on Van Iforst for 
tbi! I'arsonH' robbery, A move was next 
made for ^'an llorst'a house, on .Amelia 
siree!, and while Detective Palmer, with 
Dndds in bis keepins, watched the front, 
Det ective Perdue took u p ills position at 
tfi3 back and .Sergeant Langley knocked 
for admispion. Tho consternation of 
Van Horst's female relatives was great 
as the police entered thehouseand made 
for George's room. He was put under 
arrest, and lying in plain view on 
shelves in the room were two or 
three old tin tobacco boxes with 
the Behnseu jewelry stowed away in 
tliem. Then the Parson '8 stu IT and the 
Seabrook opera glasses were found, and 
in fact a silver watch, gold watch, pair 
of opera tElasses and some glazier's tools 
extra. When Van Horst flaw all this 
brotight to light ho turned to his mother 
and aaid ; "Well, (he jig'is up," and 
without further ado lie accompanied the 
police tn the i lndoii. A.el:ed by Detec- 
tive Ptrlue how ho had forced 
the heavy iloors in the Seabrook house. 
Van llorst said knowingly: "I have not 
been away from here for three years 
without learning something." 

And so the twain rested in the lock-up 
last night, and will now have to answer 
for the very serious charges made against 
them,

A By-Law 

To Regulate the Erection and continnance 

of wash-houses, the Washing and drying- 
of clothes in the open air, and for com- 
pelling the removal of all structures 
within 40 feet of any street, used for the 
purpose of washing and drying clothes 
in the open air. 



T^HEllEAS it is deemed expedient that 
' tlie regulations hereinafter containeU 
shall be made: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows : — 

1. No building of any kimi shall bo used 
for a wash-house or laundry unless uuqile 
provision is made for the drainage of all 
slops and materials used in washing, to the 
satisfaction of the Medical Health Olliuer 
or Sanitary Inspector for tlio time being of 
the City. 

2. Proper washing tubs, or other receDta- 
cles for holding water and materials for 
washing clothes, sliall he provided by tlie 
owner or licensee ol'i'very i)iihlic wash-house 
or laundry, and every such tub or otlu-r re- 
ceptacle shall be tilted with waste pipes at 
least two inches in diameter, properly con- 
nected with the public sewer? ordrni'-.s to 
the flaliafuction of the said Health Ollicer 
or Sanitary Inspector. 

3. The nuiin waste pipe shall not be less 
than lour inches ill iliameter and shall, if 
inside the building, be of extra heavy cast 
iron with littings to correspond ; all branch 
waste pipes from washing tubs or other rc- 
ceiitacles shall not l)e less than two inches 
ill diameter; every such main waste pipe 
shall liiiish above the main roof of the 
building as a ventilating pipe and shall be 
cilrried to u height above all surrounding 
openings and windows. All branch waste 
pipes to tubs or oilier receptacles shall .lie 
titled with strainers so that no rags of any 
kiml can pass Ihroui^'h'. 

■I. Should such main waste pipe be uiuler- 
ground and outside the building, vitrilied 
pipe of the size named iiii!.y be used, except 
the ventilating ]iipe which mii&t be 4-inch 
atamlard cast iron. 

5. All waste pipes from tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall empty over the top of a 
proper vitrilied grease traj), with at least 1'2 
inches removal grating on top and with 
sides Imill up six inches with good bride 
and cement to prevent splash above the toj) 
of soid grease trap, otherwise a properly 
CO' structed lead grease trap may be used, 
of at least V> IncheH di,iraeter, with a 4-incli 
removal screw cap and properly ventilated 
above ro.il'. 

(i. All buildings used as wosh-houses or 
'aumlries shall be titled, in addition to the 
a'love-mentiontd pii>es, with i)r(iper venti- 
lating pipes or shafts of galvanized iron, lil 
gauge, of the ■size ol at least 12 inches in 
diameter, which shall be carried above the 
main roof. The opening of such pipe or 
shaft shall be at least 10 feel above any 
opening or wiiidinv in the saiil biulding, or 
in any ailjcjiiiing building within 50 feet 
of such pipe or shaft so that all steam or 
odours may have free access to the air 
withoutcausing a nuisance to the neighbor- 
hood. 

7. livery tub or other washing receptacle 
shall lie I'lirnished with a hood which shall 
be [ilaci'd over ami be of sutlicient size to 
envelop the same, and shall be cdniiLcled 
with the main pipe or shaft by a ]iipe uf 
sullloient capacity to catch and convey 
away all steam or odours arising from such 
tubs or washing receptacles. 

8. No wooden or other structure or erec- 
tion shall be erected or constructed on the 
outside of any building used as a wash- 
house or laiinilry, or on any jiortion of any 
lot or piece of ground used or occupied in 
connection with any wash-housoor laundry 
in any part of the Municipality, within 10 
feet of any street or highway, for the jiur- 
pose of, or that may be used for, the wash- 
ing, drying or airing in the open air of any 
clothes, linens or other materials of a like 
nature.

the owner, lessee or occupier ri-fa.siug itv 
neglecting to pull down and remove such 
wooden or other structure or erection, tlie

ST. .JUSKPlI's HOSPITAL. 

Extensive Inipro veineiits in the Buildings 
add to the Institution's Elliciency. 

The large atlditions to tlie St. .loseph'H 
hospital buildings just completed have 
largely increased the UBefulnesa of that 
excellent institution, for the ca]iacity for 
patients has been increased by tifteeu 
more rooms. Tbe erection of the addi- 
tion baa been going on for a year under 
the watchful eye of Mr. Samuel Maclure, 
who drew up the plans which have been 
BO Bucceesfully carried out. The coat of 
these improveiuente is in tlie neighbor- 
hood of ^.'lO.UOO, the new buildings mea- 
suring on the ground floor '13 by 50 feet, 
with tbe lavatory wing extending out -0 
feet more. Those additions are four 
stories in height, with a basement be- 
neath. On tiie lowest floor are the new 
kitchens, with large Btorerooms and 
other conveniences; while the upper 
floors are divided into rooms for patients, 
lavatories and otlier apartments necea- 
eary in ii hospital. On the third floor 
is the minor operating-room ; while on 
the top story is the main operating- 
theatre, the light being furnished by a 
veritable roof of ghisa. The beet modern 
conveniences in lilting and plumbing 
have been utilized, and a large electric 
elevator carries patieata from the grouml 
floor up to the door of the operating- 
room. This room has a tiled floor, while 
the rest of the hospital has hardwood 
floors and the workmanship is as perfect 
as possible.

An Interesting Account of the 
Methods Followed In Yukon 
Gold Mining:, 



A Winuipegg-er Gives Some Late 
News of Dawson City for the 
Public fieneHt. 



A letter from A. I. MacFarlane, of 
Winnipeg, dated Dawson City, Klon- 
dyke, Yukon, August 17, 1897. was re- 
ceived by his father at Winnipec In it 
he Bays: We arrived here on July 31, 
just two months from Winnipeg. We 
would have been much earlier, but were 
unfoitunate enough to get one of our 
boats emashed in the rapids between 
Lake Lladarmaa aod Lake Bennett. 
Eckardt and Macaulay, of Victoria, B. 
C, happened to be present, and they 
kindly offered to take us and some pioces 
of our cargo down part of the way with 
thoir ecow. We went na far sis the 
canyon with them where we wore landed 
without a boat. They would have taken 
us down further, but their ecow would 
have been loo heavily laden to go 
through the lower rapida. Wo decided 
to buil<l another boat lor service on the 
rest of the journey. We, that is our 
party of eight, managed to get thiough 
our work in three days, although it was 
a case of toiling from 4 o'clock in the 
morning until 12 at night. 

We found Bagald MoMiirray and hia 
party at Dawson City, also Troinayne 
and hia partnera. All of the small asao- 
ciated partieswhich left Winnipeg either 
split up before or on their arrival here. 
It is useless for a party of six or seven to 
think that they are going to keep and 
pull together, as each one may have 
mining claims or other work in diil'erent 
places. I think two, or at moat three 
persona would prove all right as a com- 
pany, but there ia almoal aure to be 
something turning up to prevent a large 
party from being always or often to- 
gether. 

This is undoubtedly a great mining 
country and a man has many chances 
to maEe money, but all the same, it ia 
not so easy as outside people imagine. 
You cannot go around and pick up gold 
where and when yon please. I will, 
however, mention how the prospecting 
miner goes about the work. He travels 
about until he discovers a creek 
where he thinks gold may be 
found, and diga a hole down 
through solidly frozen ground, per- 
haps from 16 to 10 feet, until he 
reaches bed rock, where the gold ia. He 
may tiiid gold there and be may not. 
There may bo gold in that creek or there 
may not. The trotihle is, wliat is known 
as tbe " pay streak " haa not been locat- 
ed. If he finds no gold at the bottom of 
hia firat shaft he will then do what ia 
known aa drifting, lhat ia, tunnels to 
either aide. If still unsuccessful he will 
either quit the creek or sink one or more 
holes at some distance from the firat, 
and so witb much arduous and trying 
labor he proceeds in the hope of ultimate 
good luck. Thia may occupy him three 
or four weeks, and if gold be not dis- 
covered in paying quantities the poor 
miner has to quit and go elsewhere to 
repeat the process. Should he however 
strike it rich, he at once stakes out a dis- 
covery claim of 750 feet, which he well 
deaervea. So soon as the find becomes 
known, there ia an immediate rush or 
atampede from Dawson City and other 
points. Everybody endeavors to stake 
out and secure It 500 foot claim. If the 
new creek ahould prove really rich, all 
who get claims aland a chance of mak- 
ing more or leas money. 

The richest diggings ao far discovered 
are in the Bonanza and'Eldorado creeks. 
Tbe former falls into the Klondyke river 
and the latter is on the allluet of tbe 
Bonanza creek. The Eldorado ia the 
richeat.altbough some of the Bonanza 
claims are not much behind. All of the 
claims on both creeks, with the excep- 
tion of tbe bench claims, were taken up 
last [all and winter, so we could get no- 
tbing out of them. There are other af- 
fluent creeks of the Klondyke which are 
all located, and which may yet, for all 
any one at present knows, prove as rich 
as the 15onan;',ii. These creeks are not 
yet thoruimbly prosjtectpd. The "Iftui- 
ker" creek it is eupposed, may jian out 
well. I was fortniuite enough' to hear of 
one claim on thia creek that had been lo-

cated, but not recorded. Two of ua went 
up there the other day and put stakes 
down Idn accordance with the miain); 
regulations, and aowwe eachown a half 
interest in that claim, and hope it may 
prove good. By next summer we will 
Know much more about it. The other 
referred to creeks, " Bear," " Last 
Chance" "Gold Buttor\," are all pro- 
miaing and they run into tho Hunker 
creek. They have also been tiikea up 
this eeiiBon. 

Over tho " Divide," as they call it, 
there are three creeks in which gold has 
been found, "J)ominion," "Sulphur" 
and "Soda." Ilunler Young, of Sol- 
kirk, and Jack Baker, of Winnipeg, have 
each secured a claim of live hundred by 
one hundred feet on tho" Sulphur," and 
the indications are good. _ We will, of 
course know nothing definitely uulil 
next stimmer's " washtip." I am eelliug 
out to-morrow to locate another claim 
in which my Hunker creek comrade 
ahall have an eciual interest and about 
which nothing is known. 

On the Eldorado great resalbs have 
been achieved. There haa been no ex- 
aggeration. In fact Mr. W. Ogilvio's 
loitors of last winter to the department 
of the interior, which many considered 
over glowing, have fallen short of tbe 
reality, now well known in thia locality. 
In Boino spots, or pockets, on bedrock, 
on more than one claim, there was actu- 
ally nothing found but fine and coarse 
gold! The biggest Yukoi^i nugget to 
dale, and valued at if58H.T5, waa die- 
covered tho other day on one of tbe 
famous claims of thia famous creek! Jt 
is said, and the report is true, that one 
miner liaa obtained aa much aa J9lj,000 
from last winter's labor of himself and 
partner, who left in .fune, but previously 
sold him his interests for $15,000! 
Another ia mentioned as having 
shovelled "pay dirt" of last seaaon's 
collection by means of shafting and 
tunnelling of hia claim, which; in six 
days' box sluicing, yielded him aa much 
aa ^.'53,000. I could go on enumenitiiif; 
aiiuilar atrikea of exceptionally great 
luck, which, 1 think, clearly prove that 
the placer mines of tbe Bonanza and El- 
dorado creeka of the ICIoudyko are as 
rich aa tho world haa over seen. 

On tho other hand, however, it must 
not be forgotten that althongh a few 
have been remarkably siicceaBful, and 
others fairly so, tbe great majority of the 
Yukon miners have just managed to 
peg along for a living, No doubt many 
of the latter, had they been careful anci 
economical, might have done much bet- 
ter lor themselves, There are men here 
to-day who came to the Yukon years 
ago, and are iuat aa poor aa they 
were at that time; but in many 
cases they are themselves chielly 
to blame. At t»reaent wages are 
ifl5 per diem, but they may 
lower during the early winter mouths, 
as men are arriving every week, ami 
many more are reported as coming. It 
coata a lot to live here. Bacon, by no 
means of the beat quality, sella at 50 
cents per pound ; venison, when you can 
get it, from 50 to 75 cents, and Hour ia 
15 centa. At the minca these prices are 
very mucli exceeded, owing to the very 
great expense of transport during the 
summer and autumn. In winter, bow- 
ever the freight rates from D.vwson to 
the mines are much lower. 

We have all secured work for some 
months, and olhera forall winter, and if 
nothing turna up better we will avail 
ourselves thereof. Later on we will, of 
course, proceed to develop of mining 
claims. We are all in good health and 
spirits, and so far I know of no one who 
has regretted coming here. I shall give 
further details in my next letter. We 
have had no news from Winnipeg since 
leaving Victoria in Juno last.

To THE EniTOit:— I was surprised to 
see the construction you placed on the 
last clause of my letter of the 20th inat. 
re the Farmers' Alliance, and while I 
thank you for publication, and heartily 
agree witii the spirit of your article 
thereon, yet I submit there waa nothing 
in my letter that would justify you in 
coming to the concluaion that politics 
were going to be introduced into farm- 
era' institutes. 

I waa writing as secretary of the Farm- 
ers' Alliance and not that of a farmers' 
institute. All the reference made to the 
institute was: "Since the paaaing of 
tho Earmera' Institute bill the ollicera of 
tho society decided lo conduct it on a 
political basis, for the improvement of 
our municipal, provincial and Domin- 
ion government systems, etc." 

Ifow, the institute bill la not a society 
at all, hence you cannot conduct it on a 
political basis; and again Ihe clause 
shows that the society waa in existence 
before the bill was passed. I might add, 
the otljcera oi the Farmers' Alliance are 
heartily in sympathy with the govern- 
ment in its etlbrt to "establish institutes 
throughout the province, realizing as 
they do that i( the farmers and their 
wives and fiiinilies take hold of the mat- 
ter in the proper spirit, a lot of tho 
drudgery and monotony of country life 
will be a thing of the past. 

I enclose a copy of the original conati- 
luiion of tbe alliance and if you compare 
it with the object ol the farmers' insti- 
tutes you will observe they are nearly 
the same except politics are excluded 
from the institutes. 

Under the revised conBtitutlon of the 
Alliance all citizens who favor good 
government are eligible for membership 
and oflice, and some of our best city 
buainesa men have joined our society 
already. 

The Allinrice ia not following in the 
steps of the Patrons of Industry, or the 
third parly in tbe States either. And I 
deny lhat a third or independent party 
ia ne(!e88arily a failure. We know that 
the first election Mr. rarnell came out 
;ts an independent parly. He caplurtid 
eighty-five seats out of a possible one 
hundred and three, and he succeeded 'in 
gaining more for the people than other- 
wise he could have done in a century; 
and again we have the example of the 
present progreesive government of 
Great Britain. 

In conclusion I may BRy_ we hope 
under tho auapicea of the Alliance to do 
away with faction, and to elect to our 
municipal council, the provincial and 
Dominion pailiaments, the most public 
spirited, clear headed, and practical 
buainesa men to be found in our reapei;- 
tivB coininunitiee, and if we succeed in 
doing thia as a result of our labor we 
will reap good government.
